A CALL TO DUTT.

At this season of the year many of the 
churches throughout the brotherhood are 
making appointraentsfor protracted raeet- 
ings, and are engaging ministers to con- 
duct these services with the víew of put- 
ting forth special efforts for the conver- 
sion of sinners. 

Now let us not forget that God has said, 
"Without me ye can do nothing." "Ask 
and ye shall receive,"and"those that seek 
me early shall find me." The date for 
these meetings may be two, four or six 
months in the future, and should not be 
dismissed from our minds until the time 
arrlves. But every brother and sister 
should at once begin to make the pros- 
pective services a subject of daily prayer, 
that our friends and neighbors may be 
brought to Christ. "The effectual, fer- 
vent prayer of a righteous man availeth 
much." If the prayer of one faithful 
saint has the power with God, what might 
we not expect to receive, if the entire 
membership would unite in asking the 
Lord for the accomplishment of the sa me 
object. God always works with his peo- 
ple who work, and if we are right, faith- 
ful, devoted and prayerful, I believe that 
the desired blessing will follow our pray- 
ers no matter by whom the message of 
heaven is declared to the sinner. 

It was the practice of Gotl's pe o ple in 
ancient tiraes to unite their forces in 
prayer for definite purposes. When Je- 
hoshaphat, king of Judah was appraised 
that the children Moab and Amnion, with 
others, were coming against him to batlle, 
"he set himself to seek the Lord and pro- 
c la i ni him a fast." And Judah gathered 
themselves together to ask help of the 
Lord, even out of the cities of Judah ihey 
come and seek the Lord. II Chron. 20: 
4. The result was that God answered 
these prayers and gave them the victory 
over these enemies. Coming down to 
the present dispensation wc have similar 
examples of immediate answer to prayer. 
When Peter was imprisoned "prayer was 
made without ceasing, of the church de- 
livered out of prison and came unexpect- 
edly to the house of Mark, "Where many 
were gathered together praying. " 

Our Savior's work here on earth was 
always prefaced with prayer. Hefore 
choosing his twelve aposti*- s he spent the 
whole previous night in the niountain 
coramuning with God. If he felt the 
need of his Father's help in fulfilling his 
mission, how much less should weattempt 
to accomplish anything good on our own 
strength. He came into the world and 
took the place of the rneek and lowly. 
"The spirit of the Lord is upon me be- 


cause he hath anointed me to read the 
Gospel for myself and for others. This 
day is the scripture fulfilled in your ears." 
The world should be glad for this message 
that the Gospel has been brought to the 
poor. Hath not God chosen the poor 
out of this world rich in faith and heirs of 
that kingdom which he hath promised to 
them to love him ? James 2:5. 

Then in conclusion let us follow the 
language from our Savior's lips, encour- 
age us to be greater diligent in prayer. 
"Therefore I say unto you, what things 
soever ye desire, when ye pray, believe 
that ye receive them and ye shall have 
them." Mark 1 1 : 24.
